rights of the pupils. The court decides 
that the rule against the fraternities 
does not Interfere with the rights of 
the y oung people to join any fraterni­ 
ties they choose, and that it does not 
trespass upon parental authority . The 
school contests from which members of 
the fraternities are barred do not form 
part of the regular curriculum, and are 
subject to such regulations 
as 
the 
sehool authorities choose to make In 
the exercise of their legal discretion. 


An advertisement lately appeared In 
the papers of 
Pittsburg announcing 
that by the pay ment of a certain lib­ 
eral sum of money a limited number 
of persons of wealth and high social 
position could secure the privilege of 
presentation at the English court The 
y oung man who inserted the advertise 
merits was arrested as a swindler, in 
spite of his insistence that he could 
do all he had promised; but the most 
interesting phase of the affair was the 
large number of 
persons wlio were 
eager to accept his offer. They flocked 
to the hotel in such eagerness, and 
were so anxious to be among the chos­ 
en, that the police had difficulty in get­ 
ting them to go home. To the outsider 
of well-balanced mind there must al­ 
way s be something amusing In such an 
exhibition of snobbery . 
Yet this was 
only one form of a trait which exists 
In some shape and to some degree in 
most persons. The snobs who will pay 
to be presented at court are separated 
by no very clear line from those who 
will pay to get their names Into “A 
Thousand Great Men” or “The Blue- 
bloods of New York” ; and hundreds of 
others who hold themselves far above 
such crude and overt snobbery as this 
will nevertheless pay what is virtually 
blackmail of one sort or another to buy 
the social approval or escape the social 
censure of their fellows. 
Snobbery of 
whatever kind Is a heel of Achilles to 
the poasessor. 
Although he may be 
covtred with the armor of intelligence, 


irrrr 
recruits it 
It is a surprising thing that out 
76,000 men who applied to recruit­ 
ing officers for enlistment only 19 ,69 2 
were found phy sically and mentally fit. 
The Secretary makes some recommen­ 
dations which he believes will help to 
Improve the situation. 
Among these 
is one which declares that the pay of 
the men should be raised. 
A recently 
published circular of the War Depart­ 
ment gives a large amount of Informa­ 
tion regarding the pay of officers and 
enlisted men. The contention has been 
made over and over again that the op­ 
portunities for profitable employ ment 
are so many that no individual of any 
worth will accept the smaller pay of the 
army . 
Furthermore the enlisted man 
anxiously awaits the expiration of his 
term in order to take an outside job 
sure to be ready for him. 
The result 
is that the army must take Inferior 
men In order to keep Its ranks filled 
and must look forward with certainty 
to losing to Industrial and commercial 
concerns the good men It already has 
as soon as they can get free. 
It Is 
shown in the circular mentioned that 
soldiers are getting less pay now than 
they did forty y ears ago. On the other 
hand wages generally have advanced 
sharply In the same period until they 
have nearly doubled In many cases. 
The claim Is made that the amount re­ 
ceived on pay day is the determining 
factor In the soldier’s happiness. One 
may think of the home and board, the 
care in sickness, the comparative ease 
of the labor, and all that, but each of 
these advantages of the soldier’s life 
has Its drawbacks. 
Comparisons are 
made betweeen life on the outside and 
life within the service, and the actual 
pay Is what determines the individual 
in his choice of paths of action. 
The 
choice usually Is to get out of the 
ranks. 
Some 
instructive tables are 
given to prove the strength of this ar­ 
gument. 
The actual cases are men­ 
tioned, showing what position a soldier 
accepted and the new wages he re­ 
ceived. 
The campaign for Increased 
pay In the army has been a long one. 
It has been particularly active of late 
months. 
It should meet with success.

Oregon has made much greater progress toward 
the suppression of the liquor traffic. 
Twelve counties and 170 municipalities 
in the remaining 21 counties are dry . 
Washington has made a beginning with 
50 dry towns. 
Encouraged by the local-option law secured the present y ear, 
the Anti-Saloon League in Colorado is beginning a vigorous campaign. 
The 
same agency is also active in New Mexico and Arizona. 
East of the Montana and Colorado line prohibition sentiment is spreading 
like wild-fire. 
North“ Dakota has a State prohibition law so vigorously —sup­ 
ported by public opinion that the “boot-leggers” have become discouraged and 
have practically abandoned all attempts to carry on their illicit trade. 
A 
railroad station was recently ordered closed by the courts because it was 
proved that a “blind pig” was conducted on the premises.

not publish liquor advertisements, because they come under the head of 
“soliciting tor the Traffic, ' wnicn Is 'prohibited by law.—-I Lu pcr’-s Weekly .-----

Today China’s soldiers are armed 
with the best products of German and 
Japanese skill. 
They are trained by 
Japanese officers in strategy and tac­ 
tics. 
They are equipped with signal 
balloons, wireless telegraphy , and a 
lied Cross Society . 
Their officers are graduates of ex­ 
cellent military schools, established 
in various parts of the empire, in the 
faculties of which are to be found a 
large proportion of German and Jap­ 
anese instructors. 
Modern 
history 
lias but one other example of a nation 
so thoroughly , so rapidly and so earn­ 
estly renovating an antiquated and 
useless military sy stem as China. That 
example is Japan. 
China’s army is en route to per­ 
fection. 
Will it 
arrive? 
Has 
it 
wearied by the way ? 
Is the march 
ahead of too great distance? 
These 
are the questions now asked as the 
result of the second annual maneuvre 
of the Chinese imperial army , which 
took place near Chang-te Fu. 
As was said by one of the experts: 
“Tho maneuvers were good, but not 
startling. They were more or less of 
a disappointment. 
Last y ear those 
who came to scoff remained to praise. 
“Enough could not be said in ap­ 
probation. 
The press went mad. The 
y ellow peril was imminent—at hand, 
in fact. 
All 
Europe was agitated. 
America wondered and the world at 
large entertained new ideas of China 
and her army . 
‘This y ear there was no illusion. 
Critics came to criticise, 
as 
they 
thought, a modern army ; then realiz­ 
ed how uufair they had been. 


“They found that China had not pro­ 
duced a modern army , as western 
countries understood the term; that 
conditions, as found in China, were 
too great a handicap; that her army , 
as a homogeneous unit, does not ex­ 
ist; that it is quasi-imperial and sub­ 
ject to the forces of the empire, and 
that therefore the present-day stand­ 
ard of western nations cannot be ap­ 
plied.” 
Other critics look upon China's mili­ 
tary future with enthusiasm. 
They 
regard the Chinese soldier with con­ 
tempt no longer. 
11» has proved his 
capability . His discipline is excellent. 
"Give me a few thousand of sueb 
men,” said one attache, “and I should 
not be afraid to march from Pekin 
to Canton in the face of any oppo­ 
sition that China at present can pro­ 
duce.” 
When it is remembered that these 
same soldiers which are now calling 
for the admiration of the 
military 
critics of ten nations were only y es­ 
terday the spearmen of China's ante­ 
diluvian army , and as such the ex­ 
pression of her anachronistic art. one 
is able to grasp the progress which 
China has made toward military re­ 
generation.—Harper’s Weekly .

wasps proper. come nearest to the bee, 
though 
widely differing in m any re ­ 
gards, especially in th a t the com m unity 
is broken up a t ttie close of sum m e r, 
and has to be reproduced and a nnually 
reformed. 
As fall approaches the fa m ­ 
ily members slowly die off, only a few 
females rem aining to pass the w infer 
under stones, In hollow trees or ex[x>sed 
roots under hillside rocks. 
As th e first 
warm days of spring approach, the lady 
wasp emerges from her hiding, and pro­ 
ceeds to form a fresh nest for her dew 
colony. 
In the selection of a suitable 
spot, the common wasp selects a hole or 
burrow In the ground, which, if not 
ample enough, is made available by 
deeiKHiing 
and 
widening. 
F o r 
nest 
building she prefers small pieces of 
old wood or dried leaf fiber, which, by 
grinding and thoroughly mixing w ith a 
» -•eeretion from the salivary glands, is 
formed into"a m ass resembling papier- 
mache when dried and spread out. 
U n­ 
der 
careful 
m anipulation 
th is 
soon 
takes the form of a pillar suspended 
from a cave’s roof, at the lower end of 
which, three deep, hollow, eupshaped 
cells an* m ade, and one egg laid in 
each. 
It Is not long before other cells 
are added, and when the first larvae 
(grubs) appear, the mother’s a tte ntio n 
is divided bet ween feeding th e young 
and enlarging and peeping the house 
clean. 
Suspended In the cell, with its head 
down, each grub somewhat resembles a 
small barrel, being thicker In th e m id­ 
dle than at e ith er end. 
The head and 
body consists of fourteen segments or 
parts, and It Is provided with th re e 
teeth set in the mandibles. 
The m o th ­ 
er displays a gre a t anxiety in providing 
for the grubs, and much of her tim e is 
consumed in this way. 
All the food 
given them is thoroughly masticated, so 
that indigestion is not known to w asp 
language, and dentistry must be a lost 
art. On the 14th day the larvae ceases 
to feed, and form ing a satin-like cover­ 
ing within the cell (resembling m ercer­ 
ized cotton), assum e the third or pupae 
stage. 
This la sts—according 
to th e 
weather—about ten days, when the pe r­ 
fect insect emerges. 
In this fashion, 
from time to time, during the earlier 
half of the sum m er, two or three grubs 
occupy in succession the refurbished 
cells. 
Young w orker \Vasps are th e first 
produced, and these immediately devote 
themselves to aiding the mother to en­ 
large the comb, clean the next, and 
feed the new larvae (males and fe­ 
males) during th e last half of th e sea­ 
son.

T h e ir cells, too, are care 
fully kept a pa rt from 
those 
of 
the 
workers. 
As with the m ale bee, the m ale w asp 
Is s ting lo ss, hut unlike the bee, his body 
is elongated, and he carries longer an 
teunae than his m ate. 
He dies on the 
approach of fall.

The arrival at New Bedford of the 
whaling brig Sullivan, carrying 3.300 
barrels of oil. does not prove th a t there 
is a revival 
of the industry which 
made New Bedford famous and affluent 
in other days. 
While the ind ustry has 
languished in New Bedford, it has al­ 
ways had some vitality. 
The type of 
master may have changed anil the old 
race of seam en m ay have passed away, 
but each ye a r’s diminished fieet goes 
out and re turns with its store of oil 
and bone. 
In 1000 there were thirty- 
six vessels, w ith a tonnage of 8 .475, en­ 
gaged in w haling with the nam e New 
Bedford painted altove the stern post, 
and they brought home 1(3,000 barrels 
of sperm oil, 4,500 barrels of whole oil 
and 100,000 pounds of whalebone. 
For 
the sperm oil they got about 55 cents 
a gallon, for th e whale oil 35 cents, and 
for the now ra re whalebone $5 a pound. 
Contrast these figures \vithtjmse_xif-44te 
boom period in whaling sixty years ago. 
The New Bedford fieet then (18 45 ) con­ 
sisted of 73(3 vessels of all kinds, with 
a tonnage of 233,262. 
In th a t year 
158 ,000 barrels of sperm oil, 272,IKK) 
barrels of w hale 
oil 
and 
3.000,000 
Iiouiids of whalebone were received, 
while prices w ere about 9 0 re nts a gal­ 
lon for sperm oil, 6 cents for whale 
oil. and for whalebone 40 cents 
a 
pound. 
It has been estimated th a t in the 
thirty-seven years between 
18 35 and 
18 72 the American whalers destroyed 
29 2,714 whales, but it was not this 
enormous slaughter 
that caused 
so 
many ships to be laid up or abandoned 
in the ports of Stonington, E dgartow n, 
Nantucket, Fairhaven, New London and 
Sag Harbor, a s well as in flourishing 
New Bedford. 
It was the discovery of 
petroleum oil as an 
illum inaut 
that 
made w haling unprofitable for so many 
owners. 
T he Industry began to decay 
when the Pennsylvania 
fields 
were 
opened. 
It w as also affected adversely 
by 
the 
Invention of substitutes for 
whalebone, but the abundant supply of 
a better and cheaper light th a n 
the 
sperm candle and whale oil w as the 
main cause of disaster. There are still 
plenty of bowbeads, humpbacks and 
sperm whales in remote waters, and the 
right whale 
is not uncommon 
near 
home, but there are no more gre a t for­ 
tunes in w haling for owners, snug com­ 
petencies for m asters and m ates and 
tidy shares for the man before the 
mast. The achievement of the Sullivan 
does not shine by contrast w ith the 
luck of the 
record holder, Onward, 
which came into port in the old “ hush” 
times with a cargo worth $39 5,000, of 
which am ount her captain’s sh a re was 
$40,000.

HOUSEHOLD HIN TS. 


To purify w ater drop a little char­ 
coal into it. 
Clean a chocolate grater by grating 
a hit of stale bread, not by washing. 
T ake small pi**e**s of brown paper 
for skim m ing grease from soup. 
They 
will ta k e iq» the fat w ithout w asting 
the soup. 
A useful kitchen salt-shaker may be 
made of a can with holes m ade in the 
lid. 
T h e holes may be m ade with 
small nails, tacks, or darning needles. 


To w ash dishcloths, use w a te r con­ 
taining a little ammonia. 
A lso put a 
small am ount of ammonia into the w a­ 
ter with which you scrub linoleum. 
Boil grimy, old pans, and utensils 
In soft w ater with plenty of soap in 
it. 
Let them remain in the hot w ater 
a half hour. 
Then wash and d ry thor­ 
oughly. 
To remove a stopper from a bottle, 
hold it in tin* hinge of a door, slowly 
move the door until it takes hold of 
the stopjK*r; then turn tin* bottle. This 
will loosen a glass stopper w ithout 
breaking it.

Lafay ette, Ind., Feb. 20.—The state 
veterinarian, 
in 
an 
announcement 
made here, say s: 
“There is an ever-increasing inter­ 
est in the prevention of consumption 
or tuberculosis among people. All the 
recent ex periments show more and 
more clearly that the disease may he 
contracted through the use of milk 
from tuberculous cattle, even though 
the cows may appear to be in good 
health. 
“There is only one test which may 
be generally applied to cattle to deter­ 
mine w hether they are affected with 
tuberculosis. 
This is -k nown as the 
tuberculin test, and consists in tak ing 
the tem perature at intervals upon one 
day , injecting a prescribed dose of 
tuberculin in the evening and tak ing 
the tem perature again on the succed- 
ing day . 
A rise of tem perature i3 in­ 
dicative of disease, and no change in 
tem perature is indicative of freedom 
from disease. 
The test is not ex peri­ 
mental, but conclusive. 
It may be ap­ 
plied hv any competent veterinarian. 
“This is the season at which the 
test can he applied with the least 
trouble, and it is advised that owners, 
dairy men and breeders use the test 
this spring. After the cattle have been 
turned out upon pasture the test can­ 
not be made without more or less in­ 
convenience. 
“Animals found to be tubercular 
should be reported to the state veter- ; 
inarian. as there is a penalty provid­ 
ed for failure to do so. 
Such animals 
may be k ept for breeding purposes un- 
der certain conditions, 
or may be 
slaughtered 
subject 
to 
inspection. 
They cannot he sold to go into other 
herds.

Washington, Feb. 20.—Serious indus­ 
trial disputes in prospect were in the 
mind of President Roosevelt when he 
wrote a letter to the Interstate com­ 
merce commission which has just been 
made public. 
He says that informa­ 
tion has reached him that on account 
of the enactm ent of drastic laws by 
congress and by various state legisla­ 
tures, if is regarded as necessary bv 
railroad companies to reduce the pay 
of employes. 
He points out that under 
the law either party may «T mand the 
services of the chairman of the inter­ 
state commerce commission and of the 
commissioner of labor as a board of 
conciliation. 
He suggests, therefore, 
that the interstate commerce commis­ 
sion make such an investigation as 
will enable it to furnish data concern­ 
ing wage conditions on various rail­ 
roads as may relate, directly or indi­ 
rectly, to the possibly impending con­ 
troversy. 
The,full text of the president’s let­ 
ter to the interstate commerce com­ 
mission follows: 
“I am informed that a n u m ber of 
railroad companies have served notice 
of a proposed reduction of wages on 
their employes. 
One of them, the Lou­ 
isville A- Nashville, in announcing the 
reduction, a tâtes* that ‘th e d r a stic la w s 
inimical to the interests of the rail­ 
roads that have in the past year or 
two been enacted by congress and the 
state legislature are largely or chiefly 
responsible for the conditions requir­ 
ing the reduction. 
“Under such circumstances it is pos­ 
sible that the public may scon be con­ 
fronted by serious industrial disputes, 
and flu* law provides that in such 
case either party may demand the ser­ 
vices of your chairman and of the j 
commissioner of labor as a board of 
mediation and conciliation. 
These re­ 
dactions in wages may be warranted, I 
or they may not. 
As to this the pub­ 
lic. which is a vitally interested par­ 
ty, can form no judgment without a 
more complete knowledge of the es- 
sential facts and real merits of the 
case than it now has or than ii can 
possibly obtain from the sp*. eial plead­ 
ings certain to be put forth by each 
side in case their dispute should bring 
about serious interruption to traffic. If 
the reduction in waaes is due to n a t­ 
ural causes, the loss of business being 
such that the hurd* n should bo, and is, 
equitably distributed between capital­ 
ist and wage worker, the public should 
know it. 
If it is caused by legislation 
the public and congress should know 
it. and if it is caust d by misconduct in ; 
the past financial or otln r operations 
by any railroad, then everybody should 
know it, espei ially if the < xeuse of un­ 
friendly legislation is advanced as a 
method of covering up past business 
misconduct by the railroad managers, 
or as a justification for failure to treat 
fairly the wage-earning employes of 
the company. 
“ Moreov* r. an industrial conflict be­ 
tween a railroad corporation and its 
employes off* rs peculiar opportunities 
to any small number of evil disposed 
p e r s o n s to destroy life and property 
and foment public disorder
